Quoting Professor kdward Schroe- 
der, whose critical review of tne 
syniphouy concert appeared in the 
Telegraph-Herald: “A large and rep- 
resentative audience attended the 
final concert of the Tri-City Sym- 
Phony orchestra given in the spa- 
cious auditorium of Clarke college 
Sunday afternoon. 

Mr. Becker, a veteran in the sym- 
phonic field brought forth works of 
excellent interest and effectiveness 
all calculated to show the orchestra 
at its best. 

The program opened with the 
“Mareh of the Boyars” by IMalvor- 
son.

Tschaikowsky’s “Andante Canta- 
bile” and “Blueinengefluster” by Von 
Blon, for strings, brought out the 
admirable discipline over the string 
section of the orchestra. 

Miss Irene Ruppert, a pupil of Sis- 
ter Mary Meneve, B.V.M., head of the 
piano department of Clarke college, 
was the guest soloist of the after- 
noon, playing the second Concerto of 
MacDowell. Miss Ruppert madc 
brilliant display of her technical 
command of the piano and of her 
musical feeling which extended 
through the poetic as well as the 
bravura elements of the concerto. 
She at al] times showed complete 
mastery of the difficulties and clear 
understanding of the intricate pas- 
sages.

One hardly looks for the 
donation of a sparkling fountain or a marble memorial but there 
are the little things we can do and give without expending a 
single cent.

To be 
sure, the orange peeling we so carelessly drop or the paper we 
walk past and leave lying will not remain for another generation 
to sce. But it will set an example of Jaxity that may have its 
result in another time. Passersby will conclude that we care 
nothing for the appearance of our really scenic campus. And 
their conclusions will be natural for if we love a thing we re- 
spect it. If we are proud of the velvet appearance of the Jawn 
we will not walk across even a corner of it when the grass ts 
young and the ground js soft. It will hurt us too much to see 
the footprints thoughtlessly made by others to allow oursclves 
to follow suit. 

Let our love be the active, operative variety that will prove 
te those who have planned and cared for and sacrificed for our 
beautiful campus that we appreciate their work and that we love 
every square inch of the old and the new.

Generically speaking, a book is a 
collection of sheets of paper or oth. 
er material, blank, writen or printed, 
bound together. What makes a book 
“a book” is not a matte: of material 
or of content, but of arrangement. 
Books, to limit the term to those com- 
prised of written or printed sheets, 
are judged primarily by their binding, 
secondly, by the recency or antiquity 
of their publication, thirdly by the 
author’s name, fourthly by the cur- 
rent reviews, fifthly and finally, by 
the actual value of the content of 
the book to the reader. This criter- 
ion of value is the result of man’s 
innate tendency to believe that what 
looks best (or costs most) is best, 
and by his acquired tendency to be 
influenced ninety-nine and forty-four 
hundredths percent by the snap judg- 
ments of his contemporaries. 


Books may be classified variously 
as readable and non-readable, as 
popular and classical, as fiction and 
non-fiction. It does not inevitably 
follow that readable books are all 
popular fiction stories, or that the 
non-readable are all classical and 
non-fiction. If ’twere so, the unerring 
trend toward -the “fiction” counter, 
(whenever unaccompanied by some- 
one whom you desire to impress) 
would be justified. The value of a 
book to an individual is independent 
of all these superficial distinctions. 
To call Shakespeare's plays “boring” 
because they are classics would be 
quite as stupid as to call all modern 
splurges of realism “readable” be- 
eg they are classified as “popu- 
aie 

Men's truest friends are often de- 
clared to be books; we can then say 
that a man may be known and esti- 
inated by the books he reads quite 
as certainly as he may be judged by 
the company he keeps,
